Hon. James Brook's Speech at 
the Connecticut Democratic 
State Convention.

TUE NEW PLAN OF RE< ONSTRft TION. 

Wasiunuton, Feb. 4— The highly im- 
portant consultations which the President 
and his Cabinet have been holdinsr with 
leading Southern men on a uew plan for 
reconstruction, and alluded to last week, 
ended last night in an agreement. A se- 
ries of resolutions were drawn up at the 
conference iu favor of suffrage based ou 
reading and writing, aud a property quali- 
fication of 8250 should be submitted for 
adoption to the Southern Legislatures to 
aave the way for the submission of the 
question by the President in his message 
to the Fortieth Congress. These resolu- 
tions were sent to the Governors of the 
several Southern States to-day. accompa- 
nied by an advisory letter, stating that they 
meet the President's approval. 

It is definitely settled that articles of 
impeachment will be presented to the 
House at an earlv day . but the Senate will 
not take them up until the next session.
